The probable trials of the com- 
ing winter are mentioned, with the 
financial problems which are likely 
to confront all legislative bodies.

‘he predicts, and “the people will 
— ive to rely on the executives, 
|rather than the legislatures, for 
| protection of their interests. 

Pledges Support to Hoover. 

Abuses of the power of 
House of Representatives, in 
which, under the Constitution, rev- 
‘enue measures must originate, are 
recited, to show the need of an 
'executive on whom the people can 
depend “for effectual resistance 
against the great mass of unwise 
'legislative proposals, and for ade- 
quate constructive action.’ 

After a further discussion of the 
‘relation of parties to a republican 
form of government, the former 
President concludes with these 
words: 

‘a retired President ought to be 
an example of loyal support to his 
successor. 

‘It has long been the practice 
to give a President in office a sec- 
‘ond nomination. It is a practice 
that has been beneficial to the 
;country. Any other course is open 
to grave objections and in danger 
of being attended by serious con- 
sequences. The great safeguards 
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of order and precedent, of respect 
each carrying jfor public office, of obedience to 


duly constituted authority, ought 
not to be weakened.

THIS SUMMER MARKED 
BY WEATHER EXTREMES 


Hotter Earlier and Later Than 
in Any of 58 Preceding 
Years. 


With summer at an end, rec- 
ords of the Weather Bureau, on 
top of the Railway Exchange 
Building, disclose extremes of tem- 
perature and rainfall for the four- 
month period ending today. 

It became very hot earlier and 
stayed hot later than in any sum- 


mer in the 58 years of the Bureau's 


history. The week of June 25-July 
1, with an average temperature of 
91.1 degrees, was the hottest June 
week on record and the seven-day 
period ending Sept. 21, averaging 
84.1—or 14 degrees higher than 
normal—Jwas the warmest period 
recorded for that late in the sea- 
son. 


All the days in between, however, 
did not approach this standard. 
For example, at the end of August, 
rainfall for the first eight months 
of the year was 8.78 inches below 
the normal expectancy of 26 
inches; the next day, Sept. 1, was 
the wettest 24-hour period for any 
September on record, with a precip- 
itation of more than four inches, 
so that the record shows rainfall 
to have been only 3 inches less 
than normal. Total precipitation 
for September was 5.66 inches. 

There was some relief from ex- 
cessive heat in August and Sep- 
tember with mean temperatures 


. 


77.2 and 76.9 degrees, re- 
spectively, as compared with a 
mean of 78.9 for the entire sum- 
mer. The average for June was 
79.6 and for July, 82.2. The coolest 
day. was last Sunday when the 
temperature dropped to 61. 

The river stage has been the 
lowest on record all summer. With 
a normal stage for September of 
9.1 feet, the reading on Sept. 1 was 
—0.4 feet. Augmented by the heavy 
rains of this month, today’s read- 
ing is 5.6, or about 3% feet be- 
low normal. 

September days were clearer 
than usual. There were only three 
cloudy days, 19 clear ones and 
eight with scattered clouds. Thun- 
derstorms were recorded on five 
days.

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GOVERNOR SAYS 
STATE SHOULD DO 
OWN RELIEF WORK 


Addresses First Meeting of 
Unemployment Commis- 
sion Assembled to Or- 


ganize. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 30.— 
Missouri should bear its own load 
in the relief of unemployment with- 
in the State, Gov. Caulfield. declared 
this afternoon in an address to the 
new State Commission on Employ- 
ment Relief, outlining his sugges- 
tions for its work. The commis- 


Governor, held its first meeting 
here this afternoon to organize 
and make preliminary plans for 
ts activities. 

Stating he had no desire to dic- 
tate the program of teh commis- 
sion, the Governor suggested its 
activities include the following pur- 


poses: 
A survey to determine the ex- 


tent of unemployment within the 
State. 

To stimulate emergency relief 
work so that no Missourian shall 
be in dire distress. 

To encourage every form of 
increased employment, even at 
some sacrifice on the 
employers. ‘Even charity is less 
devastating to the morale of our 
citizens,” the Governor said, “‘if 
given in the form of employ- 
ment.”’ 

To establish and increase the 
conitdence of the people as to 
business. 

“Essentially Local Problems.” 

The commission, composed of 47 
members drawn from all sections 
of the State, was appointed by the 
Governor last Sept. 25, following 


the issuance of a proclamation in 
which he said an emergency exist- 
ed, and that it was necessary to 
arouse citizens of the State to the 
necessity for immediate action to 
relieve conditions. 

The Governor, in his address to 
the commission. said the solution 
of the unemployment problem and 
the furnishing of relief to unem- 
ployed persons, essentially were lo- 
cal problems, and that the com- 
mission should co-operate with lo- 
cal agencies, 

He said he had been informed 
that there were epproximately 
115,000 men and women in the 
State who were out of work, or 
about 8 per cent of the gainful 
workers, but suggested that the 
commission determine the exact 
extent of the unemployment. 

“Unfortunately, the number of 
unemployed is very much exagger- 
ated in the minds of many,” the 
Governor said. “This has influ- 
enced many who are normally 
able to provide employment, as 
well as those who, by their pur- 
chases, make work for others. 
“So you not only will have to 
face unemployment, but must seek 
to dispel fear, and encourage our 
citizens to resume their normal 
course in trade and industry.” 

Recalls Past Depressions. 
The Governor declared the pres- 
ent depression was not as severe as 
others in the past, and recalled 
there had been 17 major depres- 
sions in the history of the United 
States. He said the American peo- 
ple emerged from each of them to 
attain greater heights of prosper- 
ity. 

The Governor said that, while 
only 8 or 10 per cent of the peo- 
ple apparently were directly affect- 
ed by unemployment, a much 
larger percentage * had “become 
timid in purchasing because of 
alarm and uncertainty.” 

He suggested business concerns 
and industries should be encour- 
aged to employ additional men and 
women for at least two or three 
months this winter, and that where 
possible employers should give as- 
surance of continued employment. 
Plant improvement should be stim- 
ulated among industries, the Gover- 
nor 
low cost of materials. The State 
Highway Department would carry 
on its great construction program 
as rapidly as possible, to aid em- 
ployment, he said. 

Jobs or Relief. 

“Relief must be given where jobs 
cannot be found,” the Governor 
said.. “Every community . should 
rise to meet and perform this high 
duty. Not only food, fuel and 
clothing, but shelter must be pro- 
vided for those in dire need be- 
cause of unemployment. 

“Every citizen should do his 
part, and give his share. In this 
connection, for the sake of econ- 
omy, it would be folly to create 
new agencies for relief purposes, 
where efficient agencies are al- 
ready functioning. Utilizing exist- 
ing machinery saves money and 
assures a more intelligent admin- 
istration of relief.

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EMPLOYMENT OFF 12 PER CENT 
IN MANUFACTURING IN YEAR 


Payrolils Show Decrease of 20 Per 
Cent; Figures by Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept: 30.—Em- 
ployment: in manufacturing indus- 
tries decreased 12.4 per cent during 
the year ending with August. In 
the same time payroll totals de- 
clined 20.8 per cent. These fig- 
ures were made public today by 
the Bureau of Labor statistics. 

Two groups, textiles and leather, 
showed. practically no change in 
employment for the year, but each 
of the other groups showed both 
decreased employment and payroll 
totals With the drop in earnings in 
each instance being greater. 

Of 12,265 establishments in 64 
industries reporting, two per cent 
of the plants were idle, 55 per cent 
were working full time, and em- 
ployes of 43 per cent were on part 
time, 

Employes in the establishments 
in operation during August worked 
an average of 89 per cent of full 
time, the same as the previous 
month. In those working part 
time, employes averaged 75 per 
cent of full time operation. 

The average per capita earning 
reported for the month amounted 
to $23.02 a week for all groups 
surveyed. The manufacturing aver 
age wage was $22.10. 


PARNELL ASSAILS FARM BOARD 


Arkansas Governor Urges Abolition 
of Its Power Relating to Cotton.

Charles: D. Todebush Says 
F or e closure Arrangements 
Were Made in His Absence, 


When Charles D. Todebush, vice 
president and treasurer of the Cor- 


nelius Mill Furnishing Co., re- 
turned to St. Louis lust spring from 
a 60-day trip to Europe he found 
arrangements had been_made for 
a foreclosure sale of the company's 
equipment and the sais on April 
14, six days iater, left the company 
virtually without physical assets, 
he told Refereec-in-Bankruptcy 
Coles yesterday. 

Todebush said the company was 
in difficulties when he departed in 
February, but expiained that he 
made the trip to establish buying 
connections in Gerinany as well as 
for pleasure. 

Difficulties of the company, own- 
ed by the Todebusa family, began 
in 1926, the witaess said, causing 
him to mortgage its equipment to 
secure an indebtedness of $27,000 
to creditors. A contributing factor 
was a judgment of $15,090 for in- 
juries alleged to have been sus- 
tained in the company’s plant and 
for which the company was insured 
only to the extent of $10,000, he 
said. He conceded, under ques- 
tioning, that the company had ob- 
tained a release of its share of the 
obligation without payment. 

The mortgage, he testified, was 
purchased from the creditors for 
$13,000 by Lee Hickox of Spring- 
field, Mo., a friend of the Todebush 
family, who also advanced the com- 
Pany $5000, taking $7000 in ac- 
counts as security. Rodebush ssid 
the trustee under the mortgage, 
whom he left in charge of the 
business during his trip, sold the 
equipment under foreclosure to a 
salesman and a shop foreman of 
the company. 

He could not say whether the 
purchasers were acting for them- 
Selves or others, but said he was 
informed they were continuing in 
the same line of business. The 
bankrupt company manufactured 
equipment for flour mills. 

After it was placed in bank- 
ruptcy June 12, the company listed 
liabilities of $39,810 and assets of 
$5368. Rodebush said his father 
was president of the company but 
was inactive due to advanced age.

Well, I guess I'll have to answer 
now. I have very definite world 
series plans and here they are in 
a nutshell: Ill send my best 
available pitchers against the 
Athletics; have the strongest pos- 
sible infield and outfield com- 
binations; we'll tackle each ball 
game as something to be won and 
we'll meet situations as they arise. 

That's the way we regard the world series. We’re 
not foolish enough to formulate any complicated 
strategic plans for a series of ball games.

We know their hitters and that’s the only thing we'll 
discuss. Otherwise we'll play the same kind of base- 
ball that was good enough to win the National 
League pennant for us. 

Play for Percentage. 


There’s always a lot of talk about managerial 
strategy around world series time, but there are few 
games in which a manager really can feel that he 
has played a prominent part in the victory. Of 
course he may call on a pinch hitter who delivers 
and pick a relief pitcher who stops the enemy, but 
when you come down to brass tacks strategy plays 
a small part in a baseball game and good baseball 
is good baseball, no matter who is sitting on the 
bench. 

We always play “for the percentage.” For in- 
stance if we know a batter generally hits to left 
field, it is sound baseball for the outfielders to move 
over toward left when he is at bat. Over a season's 
schedule you'll profit by playing for percentage. 
That’s the only strategy we'll use in the series. 
We'll play for percentage and we'll play with the 
confidence inspired by the fact that our baseball 
has been good enough to beat every rival team. in

The Closest Race. 
HARLES “CHICK” HAFEY 
is batting champion of the 
National League—and that will 


be made official. A thorough 
checking of the figupes by statis- 
ticians of the league reveals that 
Hafey's victory climaxes the clos- 
est race for this honor that ever 
took place in the organization, 
with three men participating. 

The final figures for the three 
rivals who finished neck-and- 
neck in the struggle follow: 

Chick Hafey, Cards, .3489. 

Bill Terry, Giants, .3486. 

Jim Bottomley, Cards, .3481. 

As will be seen, the margin 
between the first and the third 
members of the trio is finer than 
a microbe’s whisker. 

Hafey, coming from _ behind 
after a dull start, just got up in 
the nick of time to nip his rivals. 

Before the really modern 
baseball era beginning with the 
National Agreement there was 
another close National League 
struggle for batting honors, but 
only two rivals’ participated. 
That was in 1892, when “Cupid” 
Childs and Dan Brouthers came 
down to the finish apparently 
tied. By extending the calcula- 
tion to four decimal places it dis- 
closed that Childs had won, 
cool to .3350.

Why Not? 
N this connection it has been 


pointed out by the eminent 
baseball statistician, Al Munro 
Flias, that but for a certain ap- 
parently unnecessary rule, Bill 
Terry would have won the cham- 
pionship, instead of Hafey. Ter- 
ry made a hit that cannot be le- 
gally counted. It was made 
against Brooklyn in a regular 
game that was interrupted by 
rain after three innings. 

Under the rules, performances 
of players in contests that are 
not of the official duration (four 
and one-half or five innings) 
are not figured in the averages, 
so that Terry loses the hit. If 
counted it would have made 
enough difference to overcome 
the lead of Hafey. 

Baseball rules provide that the 
figures made by players in tied 
games of official duration must 
be figured in the averages. One 
wonders why the performances 
of players resulting from any 
part of an official competition 
are not also legal? The condi-°* 
tions under which the hits were 
made were normal. 
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Rough on the Referee. 
NDER the new boxing law, 


our referees are likely to be 
the recipients of large and pro- 
longed choruses of Bronx cheer- 
ing, if the method of handing 
down decisions thus far employed 
is continued. 

The amended law making de- 
cisions legal provides that two 
judges and a reteree combine to 
render the verdict. It does not 
provide that all three ballots be 
cast simultaneously and the ma- 
jority of the three determine the 
winner of the bout.

JI understand that Haas will 
start in center for the Athletics. 
He is a marvelous fly chaser and 
I can’t conceive of anybody being 
any better ground coverer, though 
they tell me Martin is very fast.

Better Runs-a-Game Rec- 
ords Than Walberg and 
Earnshaw.

A comparison of the pitchers of 
the Cardinals and Athletics for the 
world series, starting tomorrow at 
Sportsman’s Park, brings out 
forcibly the fact that the Athletics’ 
staff consists largely of Robert 
Moses Grove. Take Lefty from the 
ranks of the eAthletics’ twirlers and 
the Redbird pitching staff more 
than holds its own with Connie 
Mack’s corps. 

But Grove is still with the Amer- 
ican Leaguers and he will work in 
the series. Despite Grove and his 
wonderful achievements this sea- 
son, the Cardinals’ hill staff ranks 
even with the Mack stars on the 
year’s play. Gabby Street’s twirl- 
ers in 1384 innings have allowed 
616 runs, an average of 4.15 a 
game, whereas Mack’s men have 
permitted 612 runs in 1356 rounds, 
or 4.15 a battle. 

There is, however, no Grove on 
the Redbirds’ list. Lefty, in win- 
ning 31 and losing but four games, 
stopped the enemy with 2.61 runs 
a game, stands head and shoulders 
above the other twirlers on the 
rival clubs. 


Without Grove ? 

In speaking of the Philadelphia 
pitchers, however, George Earn- 
shaw and Rube Walberg are rated 
along with Grove as Mack's “Big 
Three.” Efficiency figures show 
that no fewer than five members 
of Street’s staff have stopped the 
enemy with fewer runs a game 
than Walberg or Earnshaw. Each 
has allowed an average of 4.05 runs 
each nine innings. Of the Car-

a man who has .allowed only 48 
runs in 122 frames and one who 
has won three world series battles 
against but one defeat, 

Although finishing with but 11 
victories against nine defeats, the 
figures show that Johnson stopped 
the enemy with 3.51 tallies a bat- 
tle, giving 78 runs in 187 rounds. 
Hallahan yielded 3.69, or 102 tal- 
lies, in 246 innings. Derringer, the 
youngster of whom much is ex- 
pected, allowed 90 runs in 211 in- 
nings, or 3.87 a battle. Lindsey, 
used chiefly as a relief twirler, had 
the same efficiency record. 

Thus Street has three regulars— 
Johnson, Hallahan and Derringer 
—on hand to match any one of 
Mack’s big three with the excep- 
tion of Grove. Grove has allowed 
.9 of a run less each game than any 
member of the Cardinal staff, 

One of the surprises in figuring 
the efficiency marks of Mack’s 
flingers is found in the fact that 
Eddie Rommel, veteran  right- 
hander, ranks next to the star 
southpaw with an average of 3.69. 
Waite Hoyt, who will be serving 
in his seventh world series, as a 
member of Mack’s troupe was 
belted for 4.77 runs a game by the 
opposition, while Roy Mahaffey, a 
young man, who won 15 and lost 
but four, was found for 5.13. This 
is more runs each nine innings 
than any member of the Cardinals, 
with the exception of Tony Kauf- 
mann, allowed. 

The veteran Burleigh Grimes, 
who dropped two tough decisions 


to Mack’s sluggers a year ago, al- 
lowed 4.14 runs a game, while the 
figure against Flint Rhem was 
4.41. Allyn Stout’s mark was 4.77, 
a figure which rates the youngster 
even with Hoyt. 

About Complete Games. 

In complete battles, the Mack 
artists far outdistance the Car- 
dinals. In 98 contests the starting 
Athletic twirler went the route, 
while only 79 times did the Red- 
bird hurler start and finish. That 
shows that Mack was forced to re- 
lieve in only 54 games, whereas 
Street was forced to use one or 
more hillmen in 75 battles. 


Here Mack’s ‘“‘Big Three” has the 
edge on any trio Street can select. 
Grove, Sarnshaw and Walberg 
worked in 70 complete ganies, al- 
most as many as the entire Car- 
dinal staff. The best St. Louis trio 
—Grimes, Hallahan and Derringer 
—worked in 48. Grove pitched 27 
full games, Earnshaw 23 and Wal- 
berg 20. — 

Of the second stringers, both 
Johnson and Rhem hurled more 
complete battles than any member 
of the Mack reserve corps. 

The Cardinals hold the edge on 
their American League rivals in 
shutouts, with 17 against 12. Paul 
Derringer and Grove were the lead- 
ers for their respective teams, each 
getting four.

TRUCK AND HIGHWAY. 

The relation of the truck to the Highway presents 
one of the problems: of our time. It is not merely 
that the truck hogs the highway; it also increases 
the cost of maintenance. 

When the first concrete highways were built in 
Missouri, they were not designed to carry heavily 
loaded trucks. Construction methods were not at 
that time as highly devcioped as they are now, when 
the concrete highways are better able to stand up 
under the pounding of those great juggernauts which 
have become the terror of the pleasure car. The 
State Highway Department has been replacing during 
this year considerable segments of highways 66, 61 
and 40, but these replacements were less due to traf- 
fic than they were to expansion and contraction and 
to faulty subsofl conditions. 

Highway engineers did not make at the outset the 
fine distinctions that are made now in the selection 
of soils for fills. Dirt was dirt, but experience has 
disclosed that the soil in some sections of the State 
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wrong, whether by predatery plu- 
tocracy, or predatory poverty.

Disgusted With Propaganda. 
Investigators for the Trade Com- 
mission have learned that officers 
of the seceding companies were in- 
censed over what they considered 
the undue domination of the asso- 
ciation by Electric Bond and Share 
Co. and the Insull group.
